According to a statement just is¬ 
sued by Farm Advisor Hodgson, the 
recellt die of laid meeting- on ir¬ 
rigation and control of soil moisture, 
held m local citius oicliards and else¬ 
where about Lo» Aiigele- county has 
indicated a rather surprising condi- 
| tion 

Instead of what many investigators 
have urmised lo the effect that over- 
irrigation is the rule, the hundreds of 
borings made in the course of these 
field meeting showed rather conclus¬ 
ively that the average citrus orchard 
in Los Angeles county at this season 
of the year, has been underirrigated. 
Ninety per cent of the borings made 
in orchards showed the soil moisture 
to be below the optimum. 

Growers were astonished in many 
cases at the results found through the 
use of the soil auger. In one case 
where water had been applied two 
weeks pievious boring were made in 
the irrigation furrows and between 
them. In the irrigation furrows 
which were spaced at inteivals of 
three feet was found to be nearly 
bone dry to a depth of six feet. In 
many cases the upper foot or tifteen 
inches of soil showed fairly good mois¬ 
ture conditions but below that depth 
the soil was entirely too dry for prop¬ 
er development of feeding coots. 

As a result of this held study it is 
apparent that the average citrus 
grower has either not been applying 
sufficient water to take care of the 
needs of his trees or has been apply¬ 
ing it at too gnat intervals to meet 
the demands of the feeding roots. Ac¬ 
tual measurements of the amount of 
water applied tends to varify the con¬ 
clusions reached through the borings 
it having been found that many grow¬ 
ers are not using more than tifieen 
acre inches of water during the year. 

The water requirement of citrus 
trees is generally legarded to be be 
tween thirty-five and fifty acre inches 
per year. Subtracting that part of 
the winter rainfall which penetrates 
the soil and does not run off in almost 
all sections leaves a requirement, ot 
from twenty-five to thirty inches to be 
applied during the irrigating season. 

As a result of the meetings which 
were largely attended and productive 
of great interest, it has been decided 
to locate demonstration orchards dur¬ 
ing the coining year which will be ir¬ 
rigated following the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Extension Service, these 
recommendations being determined by 
the use of soil auger at frequent per¬ 
iods.

In order to make available the in¬ 
formation concerning paying practices 
in the best citrus groves in Los An¬ 
geles county, the Citrus Growers’ De 
partment of the Los Angeles County 
County Farm Bureau will conduct a 
survey in the citrus orchards of the 
county during the next three months. 

The meetings have been arranged 
as follows: September 18, San Fer¬ 
nando; September 25, Pasadena, Al 
hambra, Lamanda Park, La Canada 
districts combined; October 2, Monrov¬ 
ia and Duarte; October 9, Azusa; Oc 
lober 16, Glendora; Octubei 23, Co 
vina; October 30, San Dimat; Novem 
bee 13, Claremont, North Pomona; 
November 20, Pomona; November 27, 
Whittier. 

The information generally sought in 
this survey will be concerning fertil¬ 
ization and irrigation practices. Ques¬ 
tionnaires are now being sent .out to 
growers in the various citrus districts 
and a series of evening meetings have 
been arranged.

The Boanl of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1: That Section 2 of Or. 
•finance No. 261 of the City of Sierra 
Madre, entitled “An Ordinance of the 
Board of Trustees of the City' of 
Sir itu Madre providing for Licensing 
Dogs within the corporate limits of 
.-aid city and the destruction of dogs 
not licensed, and for the prevention of 
rabies and fixing a penalty for the 
\ iolation of said Ordinance, and re¬ 
pealing Ordinance No. 7, and Ordin¬ 
ance No. 139, of said City," adopted 
June 22, 1922, lie anil the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 2: The City Clerk shall 
keep a register wherein shall be en¬ 
tered the name of the owner of the 
dog to which the lag ha been i . ued 
and the number and date thereof. The 
City Clerk is hereby dirixted to pro¬ 
cure the necessary tags mentioned 
the preceding section, and to annually 
collect or receive from the owner of 
every dog iTwiied oi harbored within 
the limits of said City, the sum of 
Two ($2.00) Dollars, each on every 
male ring, and Four ($4.00) Dollars, 
each on every female dog. And the 
.-aid tag. shall have stamped upon 
them the year and “July 1st," and 
shall be good for one year from such 
date, and the City Clerk is hereby re¬ 
quired to procure prior to the 1st day 
of July uf each year new tags stamped 
as above required. The City Clerk 
shall pay all moneys received by him 
for such tags into the treasury, and 
uch money shall constitute a special 
fund to be known a the Dog Tax 
b und. 

For tiif purpo ei ol thi motion, .i 
dog shall not be subject to tax until 
it is six months old. and a spayed fe¬ 
male dog shall be subject to tax at 
the same rate as u male dog. 

SECTION 3: The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this Ordi¬ 
nance and its approval by the Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Trustees and 
shall cause the same to be published 
by one insertion in the .Sierra Madre 
New.-, a weekly newspaper of gem ral 
circulation published and circulated in 
said City of Sierra Madre and the 
same shall thereupon and therafter 
be in full force and effect.

Declaration of District Attorney Woolwine in favor of 
w ine and beer will cost him a lot of dry votes and win him 
a lot of wet votes. In past years Mr. Woolwine has 
had the support of a good many drys who really believed 
him to be conscientious in his efforts to enforce the law. 
Most of this element on which he has depended in the past 
will be alienated by his declaration. In declaring for a modi¬ 
fication of the Volstead law he goes afield in his bid tor the 
wet vote because as governor lie would not have any chance 
to aid in bringing about such a change which is entirely up 
to Congress. Mr. Woolwine is absolutely wrong in his state¬ 
ment that the people of California expressed their disap¬ 
proval of the Volstead law' w hen they voted down the Harris 
enforcement act two years ago, because the Harris act was 
much more stringent than the Volstead law. He says 
national prohibition enforcement lias been a failure. So far 
as California is concerned, that failure can be remedied by 
adoption of the Wright enforcement act which merely makes 
the law of California conform to the federal law, and puts 
its enforcement up to state and county officers.

The greatest drawback In the use 
of vacuum tubes for radio transmit¬ 
ters is a suitable source uf direct cur¬ 
rent potential for the plute circuits. 
In general then- are three sources, 
batteries, a motor-generator set, and 
rectified alternating current. The al¬ 
ternating house lighting current can 
he stepped up to the required poten¬ 
tial by means of a transformer and 
then rectified by an electrolytic rec¬ 
tifier, by the use of vacuum tub s 
manufactured for this purpose. 

The use of batteries as a source of 
plate current potential is limited to 
very low power sets that are used 
infrequently, and then only for short 
intervals. Sufficient capacity in tin- 
form of "B" batteries would uieun 
not only a relatively Idgb first cost 
but also an extremely high mainte¬ 
nance cost. A motor generator set, 
while high in first cost, will leave an
